approves plan to

The Grayling City Council voted 
4-0) last Monday in favor of having 
a new city hall (and fire station) 
built on a nine-acre piece of proper- 
ty on North Down River Road 
(west of M-93/Old 27) that the city 

. intends to purchase from the 
Michigan Department of Military 
Affairs. 

The council voted unanimously 
(with one council member absent) 
to purchase the nine acres of mili- 
lary property, hire an engineering 
firm to develop the site, and hire a 
design-build company to construct 
the new E-aildings. 

The vote followed recommenda- 
tions by the city’s Building 
Committee and lengthy discussion 
at the council meeting. 

“P’ve been a proponent of the old 
site (near the existing fire station on 
James Street) for two years, but I 
think IP’ ve been wrong,” said Mayor 
Dave Wyman, a member of the 
Building Committee. “I thought 
(the new city hall) should be visi- 
ble, but there’s just not enough 
room there. When I add everything

The diversion of storm water 
runoff from the AuSable River has 
been a dream of Steve Southard for 
approximately 20 years. He has a 
front row seat for all of the “stuff” 
that flows into the river after a rain 
and it has been increasing every 
year. The “stuff? includes sediment, 
grease, oi], road salt, and other 
trash, including cigarette butts that 
have been dropped in the streets. 

When he discussed the problem 
with his friend Bill Halliday who 

was also a good friend of George 
Griffith, Halliday suggested the 
George A. Griffith Foundation 
begin an investigation of the prob- 
lem. 

The Foundation started raising 
money for the study, approximately 
{0 years ago, after talking with 
Southard. 

Along with several foundations 
and private individuals, several 
chapters of Trout Unlimited con- 
tributed money as did the Trout 
Bums and Anglers of the AuSable. 
Fund-raising projects ranged from 
the proceeds of George Griffith’s 
memoir, For the Love of Trout to 
Trout Bum Bar B Qs. They applied 
for and received a grant from the 
Michigan Department —_. of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ). 
After several years, enough money

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carried out in 1997 when three sites 
on the river were selected from a 
proposed eight sites. These loca- 
tions were on the East Branch of the 
AuSable River, and two on the main 
stream - one above the city of 
Grayling and one below it. Three 
storm water outfall pipes from the 
city of Grayling were also selected. 
These sites were near the bridges 
over the mainstream on James and 
Maple streets, and one on the East 
Branch near the Fish Hatchery. 

After the sites were selected, 
ineasuring equipment was put-in 
the river at the three non-city sites. 
Data collection began in March 
2000 and continued through 
October 2001.. Samples were col- 
lected during dry weather to obtain 
data when the river was not collect- 
ing storm water runoff from the city, 
It was also collected after rainfalls 
to see the effects of the storm water 
runoff, 

The study showed the water tem- 
perature is higher. below the city 
than above, and the amount of oxy- 
gen dissolved in water dropped 
below optimal levels for trout dur- 
ing summer afternoons, although — 
neither of these were of prime 
importance since the average 
amount of dissolved oxygen in the 
water was still considered accept- 
able and the study was not con-

The data also showed that after 
storms there was an increase in the 
amount of several heavy metals in 
the river especially below the storm 
water outfalls in the city. Further 
testing is needed to determine 
whether the increased levels will 
have a permanent deleterious effect 
on the flora and fauna of the river. 

Another problem of equal or 
greater concern for the health of the 
river is the effects paving has on it. 
When paving occurs, the water that 
used (o soak into the ground and 
gradually flow into the river, now 
pours rapidly into the river at five 
time the rate it did before paving. 
The organisms in the river are used 
toa very stable system, because the 
river is spring fed, and have a great 
deal of difficulty dealing with the 
“flash” event,

The recommendations from the 
study include the development of a 
storm walter management master 
plan for the watershed and storm 
water ordinances for the city and 
county that require management 
practices to protect the natural 
resources of the AuSable River.

The DEQ staff who 
reviewed the project rated it very 
highly and the engineer from DEQ 
suggested making the project a 
demonstration project which would 
allow for more improvements than 
were included in the original plans. 

The CML initiative would provide 
approximately 75% of the funds to 
implement the program. = The 
remaining funds have been pledged 
by the cily of Grayling ($100,000 
from ils income tax fund) and con-

Livonia woman 
fatally injured 
in 1-75 rollover

The Crawford County Sheriff 
Department continues to investi- 
gate a single-vehicle rollover acci- 
dent that took the life of a down- 
state woman last Thursday. 

Karen Elaine Carlson, age 54, of 
Livonia died of her injuries after 
running off (he road and into the 
median where it overturned and 
struck some trees on August 1. 
She was driving alone in a Jeep 
Liberty sport utility vehicle. The 
accident occurred at about 1:30 
p.m, one mile south of Four Mile 
Road on I-75 in Beaver Creek 
Township. 

Sheriff’s = Deputics — found 
Carlson trapped in her vehicle and 
called for the Jaws of Life to free 
her. A North Flight Medical 
Evacuation Helicopter was called 
to airlift the victim, but— her 
injuries were life threatening and 
rescue workers were unable lo sta- 
bilize her for air transport. 

Carlson was taken to Grayling 
Mercy Hospital, but passed away 
a short tine later. 

Also assisting at (he scene was 
the Grayling City and Township 
Fire Department, Beaver Creck 
Township Fire = Department, 
Mobile Medical Response, a 
North Flight EMS ground unit, the 
Crawford County Road 
Comunission and a Department of 
Natural Resources officer. 

Undersheriff Shawn Kraycs said 
that although Carlson was the lone 
occupant of the Jeep, her husband 
was following not too far behind 
in their motorhome.

To those who 
secured enough signatures on the petitions to win 
places on the November ballot, they obviously are great 
ideas.

Engler levied his veto axe the way he did is to focus the 
public on the three constitutional amendments to be 
decided in November, Otherwise, they might not have 
been fully explored and might have slipped into the con- 
slitution unnoticed, 

If that were John Engler's aim, he has succeeded 
grandly, The spotlight will shine on these three amend- 
ments untit election day in November. They certainly 
will not be unnoticed. 

That's the good part of this unfolding political drama.

Health Department #10 (DHD#10) 
endorses breastfeeding as the best 
infant feeding choice for both baby 
and mother. Breast milk is nature’s 
ideal baby food. Scientific studies 
continue to prove that: 

* breastfeeding is nutritionally 
superior to any infant feeding for- 
mula on the market; 

* breast milk is easier for a baby 
to digest than formula; 

* breastfed babies tend to be 
healthier than formula-fed babies 
both in infancy and later in life; 

* mothers who breastfeed experi- 
ence several health benefits; and 

* breastfeeding saves families a 
significant amount of money. 

“Breastfeeding is the healthiest 
and most natural way to feed a 
baby,” states Anne Bianchi, 
Director of the Women, Infants and 
Children (WIC) Program for 
DHD#10. “Breast milk contains a 
perfect balance of nutrients that 
babies need for healthy growth and 
development, especially during 
their first year of life.” Despite per- 


suasive formula advertisements, no 
infant formula has ever been devel- 
oped that provides all the essential 
ingredients found in breast milk. 

Breast milk contains antibodies 
that protect the baby against disease 
and infection, and helps to develop 
the baby’s own immune system. 
Studies show that breastfeeding 
protects the baby from both com- 
mon and serious infections in infan- 
cy, such as ear, respiratory and 
blood infections. 

Breastfeeding can prevent chron- 
ic illnesses later in life, such as dia- 
betes, allergies, obesity and some 
cancers. Breastfeeding also helps 
optimize brain development. 
Recent studies show higher IQ 
scores in babies that are breastfed, 

Breastfeeding mothers experience 
many health benefits too, including. 
reduced risks for osteoporosis, ovar- 
ian cancer and pre-menopausal 
breast cancer. In addition, mothers 
who breastfeed typically recover 
from childbirth and regain their pre- 
pregnancy shapes more quickly, 

It is estimated that the average 
yearly cost of commercially pre- 


pared infant feeding formula for one 
child is around $1,000, while breast 
milk is free of charge. But more 
important, many parents find that 
the emotional bond that is created 
between a breastfeeding infant and 
its mother is priceless. 

The American Academy of 
Pediatrics recommends that babies 
be exclusively breastfed for the first 
six months of life, and that breast- — 
feeding continue for at least 12 
months. Education and support are 
available to women who are breast- 
feeding or thinking about breast- 
feeding. 

District Health Department #10 
provides breastfeeding education 
and support through the WIC pro- 
gram. Several internet web sites are 
devoted to breastfeeding; one excel- 
lent leader in this field is La Leche’ 
League (www.lalecheleague.org).

Blood donors needed 


In late June, the American Red 
Cross, the American Association of 
Blood Banks and America’s Blood 
Centers issued a rare national appeal 
for blood to help meet patients’ 
needs across the country.

While blood donations since 
September 1! remained strong 
through the winter, donations 


declined during the spring. Now, 
many people are vacationing and 
schools (where about 20% of the 
supply is collected) are closed until 
the fall. 

If blood supplies do not immedi- 
ately increase, accident victims and 
other critically injured patients will 
be at risk because hospitals will not 
have enough blood, 

As part of its mission, the Red 
Cross is committed to providing 
patients with an adequate supply of 
the safest blood possible. 

Red Cross Regions across the 
country have been working with 
their local communities to boost col- 


lections and return the local blood 
supply levels to comfortable levels. 

Red Cross has issued a National 
Appeal to help its Regions with their 
efforts and to educate the public 
about the importance of a safe and 
adequate blood supply. 

As a national system, the Red 
Cross has the ability to transfer 
blood from Regions that have excess 
supplies to Regions that are experi- 
encing shortages. 

From 1999 to 2001, collections 
have increased by about 3.6-percent. 
However, distributions to hospital 
patients rose by 8.6-percent in the 
same lime period.

P Bird count falls. 
by 35 from 2001; 
but team still credits 


forest management 


Now that the Kirtland’s Warbler 
population has stabilized -- with a 
near record number of singing males 
counted this summer in Michigan -- 
experts say it’s imperative to turn 
some attention to its habitat in the 
Bahamas, where it spends most of ils 
lime. 

{In fact, said members of the 
Kirtland’s Warbler Recovery Team at 
its meeting recently, the survival of 
the species may well depend on it. 

Census takers counted 1,050 
singing males throughout Northern 
Michigan this year, most of them in 
Ogemaw and Crawford Counties. 
That’s just short of the record 1,085 
they counted last year, validating the 
team’s efforts in managing the jack 
pine forest habitat to create optimum 
mating conditions for the world’s 
rarest woodlands warbler, 

But that’s not enough, said Eric 
Carey, a Bahamian biologist and one 
of thefO members of the recovery 
team -- the first of its kind ever 
assembled for an endangered 
species. 

“To date, all the emphasis has been 
in Michigan, but the bird actually 
spends more time in the Bahamas,” 
Carey told a gathering of nearly 50 
naturalists when the team met for 
two days in late July at Kirtland 
Community College. “So far, no 
management activilics have been 
conducted in the Bahamas.” 

Truth be told, Carey admitted, 
managing the bird’s habitat in the 
Bahamas is a daunting task, especial - 


ly for a developing nation with few 


resources, 


‘Ee veryone’s ’S a winner’

The Caribbean country is made up 
of more than 2,000 islands, cays and 
archipelagos and no one is certain 
where the birds that fly hundreds of 
miles south actually spend their win- 
ter. 

The problem is finding them, biol- 
ogists say. In Michigan, the bird is 
easy to spot -- or at least hear. The 
males sing during their summer mat- 
ing season, 

“Down in the Bahamas, we’re 
lucky to get a chirp out of them,” 
Carey said. “Those 2,000 birds can 
get lost down there very easily.” 

The team found that out in March, 
when it gathered for the first time on 
Andros Island, the largest in the 
Bahainas. The team never saw a bird, 
but shortly after its members depart- 
ed, several Kirtland’s Warblers were 
spotted in the island of Eleuthera, 
creating unprecedented excitement 
among Bahamian birders. The enthu- 
siasm has spread north, too. 

Team leader Kenneth (Rex) Ennis 
of the U.S. Forest Service hopes to 
transform that inspiration into a sig- 
nificant effort to learn more about the 
bird’s habitat in the Bahamas and 
how to manage it effectively, 
Otherwise, he said, all the good 
efforts of many state and national 
agencies in Michigan will be futile. 

“We need to know what they are 
flying down to and why,” Ennis said, 
“We think that’s an important link to 
the species, survival. 

“Bul we're very excited about the 
census data. Anytime we can get 
above |,000 (singing males, general- 
ly indicating a pair) is a good thing.” 

The Kirtland’s Warbler was placed 
on the endangered species when the 
census dipped to around 200 in the 
early 1970s. That prompted the for- 
mation of the recovery team, which 
will hold its winter meetings in West 
Branch in February.

Conservancy to focus efforts. 
on Higgins Lake region 


Walk, bike or drive into and 
around Higgins Lake and you are 
greeted with pleasant views, quaint 
cottages mixed in with forest and 
fields, a type of “rural relief’ from 
the hustle and bustle of southeast 
Michigan. There is help on the 
way to help make certain this spe- 
cial area cherished by so many 
does not become overdeveloped 
and possibly change for the worse. 

HeadWaters Land Conservancy 
will be focusing a portion of their 
future land protection efforts in the 
Higgins Lake region. The conser- 
vancy spent time last year identify- 
ing scenic propertics and open 
space around the area. Soon they 
will be contacting interested area 
landowners and providing them 
with land protection information. 

The conservancy’s Kirt 
Manecke says, “Higgins Lake area 
residents can help us immensely by 
supporting this effort through 
membership and major donations. 
We can’t do this alone and need 
their financial support to help 
make this once in a lifetime oppor- 
tunity happen.” 

Manecke also. says, “The 
Higgins Lake area is at a critical 
point. There is currently a delicate 
balance between open space and 
development in this area. As new 
development continues to take 
over these unprotected open 
spaces, it could tip the scales and 
turn this remarkable area into one 
more crowded and overdeveloped 
resort town. We want to help pro- 
vide the balance with protected 
open space to help ensure any new 
development can be considered an 
asset to the community.” 


Conservancy Chairman Dave — 


Smith states, “One of our objec- 
tives is (0 raise awareness to volun- 
tary conservation easements and 


other land protection options to 


interested Higgins Lake area prop- 
erly owners. Placing conservation 
easements on area property to limit 


future development is critical to 


protect the remaining open space 
and scenic views in the Higgins 
Lake area. This has been done 
very successfully in the Harbor 
Springs area by the Little Traverse 


Conservancy, especially 
Highway M-119, often referred to 
as the “Tunnel of Trees,’ and we 
envision the same type of pre- 
serves and open space protection 
here.” 

A conservation easement is “a 
voluntary legal agreemem between 
a landowner and a land conservan- 
cy or government agency that per- 
manently limits use of property in 
order to protect the conservation 
values of the land. Because they 
are practical, flexible, and offer tax 
benefits to many landowners, con- 
servation easements have been 
used to preserve over 1.5 million 
acres of natural and agricultural 
land across the country. A 
landowner who donates a qualified 
conservation casement may be cli- 
gible for an income tax deduction. 
Private land that is encumbered 
with conservation casements is not 
open to the public. 

Property owners can also con- 
serve their land by donating it. 
This can be done by deeding their 
land to HeadWaters Land 
Conservancy now or ina will, Hf 
the landowner wishes, these prop- 
erties can become preserves, 
allowing area children and adults 
{fo learn about wildlife and experi- 
ence nature. Some donors and 
families wish to leave a lasting 
legacy and name the preserve after 
the donor. 

Land donations may result: in 
substantial income tax deductions 
or estate tax benefits,
